That Vote on Church Union 


vould 
narrow 


To non-church goers it 
appear that once more a 
minded sectarianism has deieat- 
ed church union, and that an in- 
telligent majority has to’ give 
way to an ignorant and small- 
souled minority. but a careful 


survey of the conditions under 
which the vote was taken will 
show that such a conclusion 1s 


hardly warranted. 

Several years ago when a simi 
lar vote was taken the Metho 
dist church carried it with a 
unanimous vote save one, while 
the Presbyterian church defeated 
it by a vote of 19 to 4. In the 
recent vote the latter carried it 
by a 65 per cent vote while the 
Methodist vote was a. tie, which 
would indicate that the Presby- 
terians were the progressives and 
the Methodists retrogressives. 

Since the vote nothing has 
been done, the general opinion 
being that the majority was not 
sufficient to warrant any further 
steps being taken. Consequently 
we have nothing to look forward 
to for the coming year but the 
same old rivaalries and petty pre- 
judices and the same insignifi- 
cant congregations that have 
been characteristic of our church 
life during recent years 

One listens in vain for a sane 
argument against church union. | 
To say that the two bodies of 
christains cccould not get along 
together is a confession of weak-! 
ness and hypocracy since the ba- 
sic principle of christianity is the| 
spirit of forbearance and forgive- 
ness such as was exemplified in 
the life of Jesus. 

To argue that there is no ne- 
cessity for church union sounds 
strange when we remember the 
qrayer of Jesus when he prayed 
that his followers “may be one 
even as I and my father are one.” 

Financially the multiplicity of 
churches is a terrible waste of 
the Lord’s Treasury. and it 
questionable whether anyone 
who rightly realizes his respnsi- 
bility in adminisering that por- 
tion of his income which he calls 
the Lord’s share, can conscien-, 
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_tor, but by this time, no doubt, 


tiously apportion any part of it ipo= = 


to unnecessary local church ex-! 
penses. | 

From a_ social — standpoint 
hurch union would have excel- 
lent results. Today citizens liv- 
ing side by side are comparative 
Strangers to one another. Sec-! 
tarianism keeps them apart and} 
breeds suspicions and prejudices. 
Church union would create a 
community spirit such as we! 
have never yet known and which 
would mean a great deal for the 
future development and progress 
of the town. 

One of the leading members of 
theMethodist church stated after 
the vote was published that he 
did not know of a single member 
of the Methodist church who was 
not in favor of church union. It 
this is true we must look for oth- 
er reasons for the negative vote. 
One does not have to investigate 
far to to find that it was largely 
due to the slander of certain un- 
scrupulous persons who did not 
hesitate to impute wrong mo- 
tives to those who were champi- 
oning the movement. Their lit- 
tleness of soul evidently made it 
impossible to believe that anyone 
could be actuated by any other 
than selfish motives. | 

The majority of those who vo-| 
ted against union did so because 
they were told that it was the on- 
ly way to keep, their present pas- 
tor. One cannot but admire them 
for their loyalty to a faithful pas- 


they realize how grossly they 
were misled. 

The supporters of church un- 
ion are not by any means dis- 
couraged. Church union is com- 


ing. The narrow. sectarianism 
which has so long held the 
church in bondage, marred its 


usefulness, and ‘closed its doors 
to a large portion of the intelli- 
gent men and women of the 
world, will be discredited and 
cast off, and a new church, broad 
in its sympathies, international 
in its vision, shall rise to take its 
place. It is the hope of every in- 
telligent christian that within the 
next twelve months church un- 
ion will be consumated through- 
out the Dominion, and we ven- 
ture to say that when this is 
brought about, that thousands 
now outside the church will flock 
into. the broader and_ bigger 
church where they will find am- 
ple scopefor their energies and 
service for their talents. 

Many of our readers will learn| 
with regret of the failure of the!
